The applicants argue that 
Arkhipkin does not teach an integrator. However, it is well-known to one skilled in the art that accumulators (286a-288b) perform function 
of integrators. Furthermore, the applicants assert that Arkhipkin does not teach integrators and latches configured to perform 
demultiplexing of a data signal received. In Fig.2c of Arkhipkin, the integrators or accumulators and latches (first group of 286,288a, 292a 
and 290a and second group of 286b, 288b, 294b and 296b), of each group receives one signal (I Channel or Q channel) and each group 
ouputs more than one output (outputs of 294a and 296a for the first group, and outputs of 294b and 296b of the second group), thus 
perform demultiplexing function. 
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
